The Inland Empire Gas Company, 
operating a gas plant in El] Centro, and 
serving other cities in the valley by 
means of gas containers, has been 


| sold to the Pacific Public Service Com- 
| pany of Sen Francisco, H. W. Burk- 
; hart, organizer and president of the 


Inland Company, announced. 


With 164 applications for old age pen- 
sions already passed on by the Sonoma 
County Board of Supervisors and await- 
ing action by the State Social Welfare 
Commission, more are being received 
daily by Miss Paulene Olsen, county 
social service secretary. By the time! 
of the next meeting of the county board | 
more than twenty additional affidavits 
will be awaiting action, it is said. 


A replica of the original stockade 
about the Russtan fort and church at 
Fort Ross in Sonoma county, has been 
built by the State of California, which 
for many years has owned the historic 
landmark. It is built of hewn timber, 
just as it was constructed by the Rus- 
sians in 1811. Two sides of the stock- 
ace just built will probably be added to 
later on, if.another appropriation can 
be supplied to complete the work. 

Following a report of the Stanislaus 
County 1929 grand jury that a new 
court house is needed, members of the 
Board of Supervisors are wrestling 
with the problem of financing it. Sev- 
eral years ago a proposition to issue 
bonds for $800,000 to construct the 
court house at Modesto was overwhelm- 
ingly voted down. 

The engineering phases of the con- 
tract for the leasing of the Folsom Dam 
site to the American River Hydroe- 
electric Company of San Francisco was 
the subject of a conference between | 
State Engineer Edward Hyatt and 
State Finance Director Lyman M. King. 
A tentative draft of the lease has been! 
submitted to officers of the company. 
Eleven such drafts have been made, but 
none has proven acceptable to the state 
department of finance. 


Officially, California has gone on re- 
cord as perhaps the most “air-minded” 
of the United States. It has approved, 
according to announcement, a trans- 
continental flight, at State expense, 
for Attorney-General U. 8S. Webb. No 
other State, Webb’s office declared, 
has sanctioned such a flight for an 
official.

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NATION’S CLOCKS 
TO BE REPLACED 


New Timepieces to Have Some 
Novel Features. 


Washington.—In three airtight glass 
cases in Wushington are the three 
master clocks which, of all clocks in 
the United States, run with the least 
Variation, Maintained by and kept 
in the United States Naval observa- 
tory, they are the timepieces by which 
the nation lives, moves and hus its 
being; they are the standard by which 
we set each watch and clock through. 
out the United States. Now, after 
many years, new clocks ure to be in- 
stalled in the observatory. 

A Munich clock-maker named Rief- 
ler is the maker of the standard clocks 
now in use. Riefler’s clocks derive 
their accuracy from the manner in 
which the pendulum is xuttached. In 
ordinary clocks the pendulum ts at- 
tuched to springs in the rigid clock 
frame. In Riefler’s clocks, however. 
it is attached to springs connected to 
small tables which rock back and 
forth slightly. Electro magnets wind 
the springs every 30 seconds, 

The new standard clocks which, ac- 
cording to Capt. C, 8. Freeman, super- 
intendent of the observatory, will be 
purchased soon include devices aimed 
at an accuracy superior to that of all 
other clocks, Known as “Shortt” 
clocks, they are constructed with the 
idea of freeing the pendulum of the 
job of unlocking the escapement. To 
do this, a secondary or “slave” clock 
is used which releases an impulse lev- 
er, Although the arrangement is com- 
plex, a high degree of perfection has 
been reached. The pendulum swings 
once every minute. 

Taking care of the nation’s time- 
pieces involves an accurate care, The 
airtight cases holding them are kept 


| in a double vault with automatic tem- 


perature control, Yeur in and year 
out the temperature in this vault Is 
kept constant within one-tenth of one 
Once a week the 
temperature vault is entered for in- 
spection, 

Any variation in the clocks is care- 
fully recorded, since the hands are ad- 
justed to the correct time only when 
overhauls are made—every four years. 
Wires running to various parts of the 
observatory grounds make it possible 
to keep check on the ticks in the time 
room and in the various telescopes, 


European Gull Flies

But Neilsen, although admitting the 
crime, still maintains silence as to the 
motive which prompted him, and re- 
fuses to explain the note which he 
left. The slayer, a painter by trade, 
was employed in decorating the James 
home lust fall, just after Jumes and 
his bride had moved into it. He still 
retained a key to the front door, po- 
lice state, and effected an entry in 
this way. 

James discovered his wife dead 
when he returned home for lunch. 
She lay in her bedrooin, still in her 
nightdress, a six foot length of cord 
from a window sash weight knotted 
around her throat. 

Trace Slayer. 

Neighbors told of having seen an 
elderly man enter the James home 
soon after the bhusbund had left it 
in the morning. The contractor who 
had built the home stated that the 
description fitted Neilson, one ‘of the 
painters who had been enguged on the 
house. Police arrested Neilson, a wid- 
ower, ut his rooming house, and found 
bloodstains on his clothes. 

Mrs. James was well known in Ot- 
tawa's younger social set, being the 
daughter of Edward Nelson, secretury- 
treasurer of the Ottawa Institute for 
the Bliud.

HE Bermudas, Island outposts 
in the Atlantic of the North 
American continent, have long 
been a resort for sojourners 
from the eastern United States, but 
never before have they been so speed- 
ily reached from the mainland as re 
cently when the trip was made from 
New York by seaplane in about eight 
hours flying time. Boats from New 
York require 48 hours for the voyage. 
In the Pacific. where there is much 
island competition, the Bermudas 
would be a negligible group; but in 
the almost islundless Atluntic they 
have played an important role. They 
form a microcosm, the catastrophes, 
the vicissitudes, the political, eco- 
nomic, and religious controversies, and 
the development of whose people, as 
a solitary unit, far out to sea, reflect 
much of the world history of the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples. 

They are a group of what are said 
to be 365 islands (one for every day 
in the year) north latitude 32 degrees 
and west longitude 64 degrees. There 
are only five important islands, and 
all of the group are so close together 
that those capable of use ure united 
by bridges and causeways, so as to 
give to the sojourner in his drives 
the impression that they are but one 
islnnd, with large indenting bays and 
inlets. 

Strung together, they have the form 
of a fishhook with the stein potnted 
to the northeast and the curve of the 
hook to the southwest. From. the 
northeast end to the point of the 
hook, you ean piece out a curving 
drive 22 or 23 miles long, and the 
width of the land from sea to sea 
through which you drive will hardly 
avernge a mile. The superficial area 
of the whole group is 1914 miles. 

The islands are nearly 600 niles 
from Cape Hatteras, the nearest 
mainland; they are 700 miles from 
Charleston, S. C., opposite which they 
lie in the Atlantic; they are nearly 
700 miles from New York and about 
50 miles farther from Llalifax. 

They are about 800 miles from the 
nearest of the West Indies; they are 
nearly 30 miles from the southern 
or southeastern edge of that river of 
warm water, 100 fathoms deep, flow- 
ing over an ocean depth 2,500 fathoms, 
from the gulf of Mexico to New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia, and beyond to Eu- 
ropean shcres, which we call the Gulf 
stream. 

Pulverized Shell on Volcanic Rock. 

They are irregular hills and ridges 
of pulverized shells, reuching in some 
places to a height of 250 feet, drifted 
und deposited by the wind on the top 
of a mountainous coluinn of volcanic 
rock rising from the floor of the sea 
three miles below. This peak is a 
solitary one in all that part of the 
| Atlantic ocean. It has been covered 
by this wind-formed limestone and a 
thinner plaster of coral rock. 

After the expedition of H. M. 8. 
Challenger on her scientific explora- 
tion of the Atlantic ocean bottom and 
islands in 1873 had disclosed the 
lonely column upon which the Ber- 
mudas rested. there was un effort to 
reconcile what seemed a pile of coral 
rock three miles high in the sea with 
Darwin's conclusion that the coral 
animal would not work more than 
100 fathoms below the surface. 

A desire to find fresh water on the 
islands led to the sinking of a well 
1.200 feet deep. and while it did not 
bring what was sought, it greatly grat- 
ified x lot of puzzled scientific men 
by disclosing that the coral rock and 
limestone were a mere cap to what 
was an old volcano sticking its cra- 
tered top up to within less than one 
‘thousand feet of the shining surface 
of the translucent sea. 

The top of this undersea mountain 
is much grevter in superticial area 
than that of the visible islands. but 
it is everywhere crowned with coral 
and Hmestone. which protrude in dan- 
gerous reefs on the north, west. and 
south sides of the fslands, as far ag 
eight and ten miles from their shores, 
sometinies peeping above the surface, 
| and at others lurking just beneath. 
One need not say that snch a situa- 
ition intakes Bermuda an awkward 

place for ships to reach and safely 

tund, and this circumstance ig an im- 
, Dortat factor ip her history. 
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Map Showing Location of the Bermudas, With Inset Map of the Islands. 
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Bermuda is all by herself in the 
sclentific and naturalist world. Her 
soil, which is red, is nothing but the 
result of the working of the weather 
on the limestone and coral rock, These 
islands caine from the wind and drift 
and currents of the seus. As one 
writer says: “Probably we could not 
select a more perfect example of cur- | 
rent-formed islands than the Bermu- 
das.” 

This origin has turned the closest 
attention of natural scientists to these 
islands and brought out from them 
many articles and volumes on the ge 
ology, conchology. zoology, astinolo- 
gy, arachnology, Ichthyology, meteor- 
ology, and the flora and fauna of this 
little punctuation point on the = sur- 
face of the Atlantic. 

While we cannot entirely exclude 
from the enthusiasm and prolific ac- 
tivity of our scientific men the mo- 
tive which the charm and bodily com- 
fort of the islands furnished for these 
expeditions thither, the publications 
manifest an exceptional interest) on 
their part in this tiny spot on the 
world’s and ocean's surface which 
the peculiar history of its creation 
has justified. 

Some of the most fruitful sources 
of the spread of life. animal and vege- 
table, are wind, current, and birds; 
and here we have the result of thenf 
all in an fsolaged form, 80 set apart 
as to permit the most satisfactory 
study of their results. 

The turtles must fn old times have 
been of huge size; one, it was said, 
wus large enough to give a good meal 
from its meut to fifty men. and the 
éggs and the oll of such monsters 
were equally useful. There are tur- 
tles there still, but they have been 
discouraged in their expansive ambi- 
tions and do not furnish forth a muar- 
ringe feast as generously as in the 
dawn of civilization in that little com- 
munity. 

New Varieties of Life Flourish. 

The Bermudas are the land of 
adopted nativity. They are most hos- 
pitable to new vurieties of life. Some 
enterprising grower of plants intro- 
duced a toad to take care of the In- 
sects which were troubling him = in 
his gurden, and though this was only 
in the latter part of the last century, 
one runs across everywhere frequent 
evidence of these immigrunts, 

Very early in the settlement, .and 
before 1620. a vessel brought some en- 
terprising rats, which, with enthust- 
asm worthy of a better cause, multi- { 
plied until they ravaged the islands, 
ate everything In sight, swam in great 
multitudes from one island to another, 
leaving havoc in their train, 

Cats were introduced, but to no im- 
mediate purpose. Even the fish took 
part in resisting the rats, and many 
of the finny tribe were caught with 
rats in their stomachs, Suddenly, they 
disappeared as they. had come and 
left nothing but a plague of cats, | 
with their night blooming character. 
istics, ss a reminder of this rodent 
visitation. 

Lovely Flowers and Climate. 

The luxuriunce and wealth of color 
of the flora of the Bermudas have at. 
tracted the poets, who have sung their 
beauties. 

The purple bougatnvillea. with its 
varying shades in and out of the sun- 
light, is entrancing in its beauty ang 
welcomes ofe into the grounds of the 
government house, climbing over the 
smoothly cut walls of coral through 
which the white road makes its way 
to the home of the governor. 

The oleanders are so fine and so 
gorgeous in their hues that it has been 
suggested that these be called the 
Oleander islands. Coffee. indigo, cot- 
ton, and tobacco are of spuntaneous 
growth. 

It inay not recall pleasant associa- 
tions in the minds of the youthful to 
rnuy that In no place does the castor 
oll plunt grow more perfectly than 
here. 

The climate of Bermuda has a max- 
imum temperature of about 88 de 
grees, a miniinum of about 48 degrees, 
and a mean of about 70 degrees. This 
mild climate assists the growth of es- 
eulent plants and roots and promotes 
early growth of onfons, potatoes, car- 
rots, tomatoes, and beetroots. as well 
as lily bulbs and arrowrvot, though 
the Iast twu have not been success- 
ful of late

A regional analysis of the drop in 
the nation’s savings deposits in banks, 
ag recently reported by the American 
Bapkers Association's Savings Bank 
Division In its annual compilation for 
1929 showing tha first recession fn 
aational savings in the twenty years 
during which it: has published this 
data, reveals that all sections except 
the New England and the Vactiic 
States groups recorded losses. 

The published figures showed that 
on June 29, 1929, the total savings de 
posits in banks and trust companies of 
continental United States stood at $28, 
217,656,000, which was $195.505,000 be- 
low the eimilar total for 1928, when 
there was an Jucrease of $2.300,000,000. 

The regional analysis by state 
groups discloses, however, that the six 
New England states as a group gained 
more than $88,800,000 in savings and 
152,954 im savings depositors, while 
the seven Pacifle states ag a group 
gained aver $79,000,000 in deposits 
and nearly 278,000 in number of depos- 
Itors. The gains in these two sec- 
tions, however, were smaller than the 
gaing reccrded thero for 1928. The 
sections which showed losses are the 
Middle Atlantic States, Southern 
States, East Contral States and the 
West Central States.
